All  its  alumni  will  stand  at  the  first  strains  of  the  song  "Black  and  Crimson;" 

Cherished  by  each  is  the  memory  of  days  spent  in  this  dear  old  High  School. 

List  to  the  history  of  '19,  the  thirty-sixth  class  of  this  High  School ; 

List  to  the  tale  of  its  days  that  were  spent  in  this  school  of  the  happy. 
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Into  the  Bluffton  High,  by  Washington  Street  and  by  Oak  Street, 

Bashful,  secluded,  still,  the  youthful  members  of  nineteen 

Walked  with  high  tension  of  heartstrings.     Wise  faculties  moved  here   and

In  then  we  marched,  and  the  Sophomores  and  .Tuiiiois  find  Senior  ga/.cd  on  us

Eyes  that  were  nothing  but  slits  in  their  faces  distorted  with  hiughter ; 
Loudly  they  clapped  as  we  entered,  and  loudly  they  jeci-ed  as  they  greeted.

Off  somewhere  else  had  gone,  to  give  their  affections  to  others. 

Bliss  on  account  of  the  classmates  and  teachers  whom  all  through  vacation 

We  had  longed  much  to  see  and  to  hear  and  to  talk  with  had  come  to  be  with  us.

"Hello!  Hello!  Yes,  this  is  Wilbert  Heynolds  talking.  What!  (very 
much  surprised).  You  don't  mean  to  say  that  this  is  Dorothy  Thomas?  The 
same  wild  Dorolliy?      Why.  1  haven't  heard  a  word  from  you  since  gradiuition. 

"Tell  me.  what  are  ymi  doing  in  Washington.'  You  are!  Really  you're  a 
Senator  from  Indiana.      Well,  surprises  will  never  cease. 

"Wlml  !      ^'ollr  iiushaiid  is  with  .\dii  .'      Hut   1  thought  you  said  your  name 
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was  Thomas.  (Long  pause,  he  listens  intently).  Why,  Dorothy,  you  believe  in 
the  freedom  of  women  that  much?  To  such  an  extent  that  you  think  even  after 
marriage  slie  should  keep  her  own  name?  Well,  who  is  your  husband.  He 
surely  is  not  very  masterful  or  he  would  insist  on  your  taking  hi.-;  nunie. 

"Fred  Eiehhorn!  (Turns  to  Audrey).  Did  you  hear  that?  Fred  Eich- 
horn  is  Dorothy  Thomas'  husband.     Such  a  surprise!      (Turns  back  to  phone). 

"Hello,  Dorothy,  you  and  Fred  come  right  up.  I've  just  had  a  letter  fi'om 
Fred  Ashbaucher  and  he  wants  to  know  all  we  can  tell  him  about  our  class.  Un- 
doubtedly, you  can  help  us  place  some  of  them.  No,  you  won't  bother  at  all. 
Come  right  along  to  the  Carry  building.  Sixth  floor,  first  door  to  the  right  of 
the  south  elevator.  You'll  see  my  name  on  the  door.  Yes,  right  away.  Good- 
bj-e."

(Floyd  dashes  in  wildly,  waving  a  newspaper  and  shouting.) 

"Oh,  look  I  look!  look!  What  do  you  suppose  has  ha])peHe(r.'"  Hands 
paper  to  Wilbert,  who  reads: 

"Noted  Editor  of  'The  Poneto  Rei)ublieair  Mobbed." 

(Wilbert  reading:) 

John  Moynihan,  the  greatest  and  most  noted  of  Republican  editors  in  the 
Middle  West,  was  mobbed  last  night  and  severely  wounded  by  a  lougli  gang  of 
radical  Democrats!  He  stuck  firmly  to  his  principles  and  thoiigii  mutilated 
badly  by  the  roughians.  was  heard  to  shout,  as  he  sank  oft'  into  unconsciousness: 
"Three  cheers  for  the  Republicans!" 

W.  "Poor  John!  He  always  had  the  habit  of  sticking  by  his  own  ideas 
no  matter  what  happened." 

(Wilbert's  eyes  travel  down  the  pajx'i-  whieii  he  still  Imlds). 

"Oh,  I  say,  here  is  another  one  of  oui-  classmates  mentioned." 

"Famous  Authoress  Publishes  Ilei'  Sixty-Seventh    IJook." 

Miss  ]\Iary  Myer,  the  great  leadei'  of  the  Futurist  Comrades,  though  only 
twenty-five  years  of  age,  has  just  finislu'd  her  sixty-seventh  volume  on  "IIow  to 
Make  Life  Worth  While."  She  is  a  young  lady  of  fine  ideas  and  high  |irincii)les 
and  her  name  will,  no  doubt,  go  down  in  the  historv  of  liteiat  \ii  c  as  the  yonng- 
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est  author  to  receive  the  praise  of  the  thinking  people  of  the  age." 

A.     "Well-well-Mary  always  did  have  a  lot  of  brains.       Remember  how 
bright  she  was  when  she  was  in  school?" 
(The  bell  in  outer  office  rings). 
(Floyd  exits). 

(Great  shoutings  from  off  stage  at  left). 
(B'loyd  is  greeting  Dorothy  and  Fred). 

"Oh,  welcome,  welcome.  It's  been  a  blue  moon  since  1  saw  you  people. 
How  is  the  Senior  class  of  '19?" 

(Comes  back  on  stage,  waves  hands  Avildly).  "Come  on  in  people,  come 
on  in  I " 

(Wilbert  crosses  the  stage  as  Dorothy  enters  followed  by  Fred,  who  is  the 
picture  of  meekness). 

(Wilbert  shakes  hands  with  Dorothy  and  says)  :  "It  seems  tine  to  see 
some  of  our  old  friends  again.  You  remember  Audrey  Stout,  don't  you?" 
(He  turns  to  Audrey,  who  rises  and  greets  Dorothy). 

(Greetings  are  exchanged  all  around  while  Floyd  smilingly  looks  on.  He 
at  last  brings  forward  two  chairs  and  every  one  seats  himself). 

W.     "Now,  tell  us  all  about  yourself.    This  surely  is  pleasant." 

Dorothy.  "There  really  is  not  much  to  tell.  After  we  had  been  out  of 
high  school  three  years,  one  summer  Fred  and  I  happened  to  hit  the  old  town 
at  the  same  time.

D.  {W'vy  sternly  1  "Frederick!!  Vou  know  better  than  to  speak  until 
you  are  spoken  to." " 

(Fled  siid<s  i)ack  in  chair  looking  vei'v  uuich  crushed). 

""N'cs,  Paul  Shoemaker  is  a  niinistei'  and  I  have  heard  that  he  is  the  j^i'ide 
of  the  .Xa/.arenes.  Sweet  little  MaiT  Kvelyn  spends  hei'  time  in  a  I'ound  of  mis- 
sionary, prayer,  and  Ladies'  Aid  meetings.'" 

(Telephone  rings.      Wilhcrt   answei's). 

"  ^  es  !  b'eaily'  Tell  him  i  congratulate  him  \-ery  much."  (Tui'iis  fi'om 
phone  1 . 

"llci'e  s  |o  the  deal'  old  class  of  1!»1!).     1  always  kiunv  some  of  our  class 
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would  become  famous.  Ingram  Carnes  was  just  elected  governoi-  of  New 
York." 

D.  "Good  for  Ingram!  I  always  thought  that  that  boy  had  good  stuff  in 
him  and  would  make  something  of  himself.  There  is  another  one  of  the  class 
accounted  for.  Audrey  and  Floyd,  don't  either  one  of  you  know  anything 
about  any  of  them?"

She  used  to  be  Esther 
SAveeney  and  Andrew  says  he  never  knew  anytliing  until  Estlier  gol  hohl  of 
him. " 

"He  said  Floyd  Shady  is  his  aeroplane  diautt'eur.  Fh)y(l  is  a  vei'v  cjood 
chauffeur  but  he  cannot  always  tell  what  Floyd  is  going  to  do  l)eeaiise  lie  lil<es 
the  girls  so  well.

W.  (Fervently).  "Luckly  doctor,  to  have  some  one  to  vent  his  feelings 
on." 

D.  "Fred,  can  you  think  of  any  mcmbei's  of  onr  class,  who  we  have  not 
mentioned?     S])eak  now,  deai'.   " 

Fi'ed.      (Very  meekly).     "When    1   was   molihed   that   time  out    at    .Murray

D.  "Yes,  well  dear,  (imitates  his  tone).  You  never  speak  of  yo^^r  own 
accord,  people  simply  have  to  pry  speech  oiit  of  you !  You  are  the  limit !  Do 
you  by  any  chance  know  about  any  of  the  rest?" 

Fred.  "I  know  that  Ethel  Bartlett,  Anna  Walborn  and  Olive  Balsley  are 
lunning  an  orphan  asylum  just  beyond  Murray.

1  hope  tluit  you  will  he  able  to  place  all  of  our  class  aiul  when  you  write  to 
Fred,  tell  liiin  that  we  send  our  best  regards.  Come,  Fred."  (Rises  and  staits 
to  Icavi"  I. 

l'"iM'd.      "  ^'{'s.  dear." 

(  Wilitcrt  walks  across  llic  stai^c  with  thcni  to  door). 

'■rill  so  u'I.-kI  you  cniiic  to  sec  us.  Since  you  are  in  Washington  you  must 
drop  ill  often. 

D.      "Ves.  we  will.      Won't   we,   Kred.'" 
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Fred.     "Yes,  dear." 

D.     "Good  morning."     (Exits,  followed  by  Fred). 

(As  Wilbert  walks  back  across  stage,  bell  in  the  onter  office  I'ings  and 
Floyd  leaves  stage). 

W.  "You  have  taken  the  names  of  all  the  peoph>  we  have  mentioned,  I 
know;  now  if  we,  by  thinking  hard,  can  only  remember  about  tlie  I'est  of  the 
class,  Fred  Ashbaucher  will  thank  us,  I'm  sure.  1  would  like  to  know  just 
for  curiosity's  sake  too,  just  to  know  what's  happened  to  them  all." 

A.     "I'd  like  to  know  myself." 

(Enter  Floyd  with  letter). 

F.  Here's  a  registered  letter  from  Oklahoma.  Maybe  it's  bu.-iincss  and 
maybe  only  pleasure." 

(Hands  it  to  Wilbert  and  exits.     Wilbert  opens  it  and  reads). 

"Here  is  something  partly  solving  cur  problem,  a  letter  from  Jolin  Kapp, 
who  says  Fred  wrote  and  asked  him  about  any  members  of  the  class  he  might 
know  about  but  neglected  to  give  his  address.  Since  he  knew  mine  he  thought 
maybe  I  would  send  the  information  he  could  give  us  on  to  Fred." 

A.  "Fine!  Now  maybe  we  will  hear  something  about  some  of  them  tiiat 
M'e  could  not  place." 

W.     "  I  'II  read  you  just  what  he  says : 

"1  own  some  ground  here  in  Oklahoma  and  the  other  day  they  discovered 
it  contained  oil.  I  have  struck  it  rich,  old  man,  and  scon  I  am  coming  back  ti> 
Indiana  and  bring  a  certain  little  lady  named  Marie  back  with  me.

(Floyd  dashes  in  and  shouts  !) 

"Oh!  I  just  saw  a  man  struck  by  a  heavy  truck.  He  was  finely  dressed 
and  looked  every  inch  a  gentleman.  I  rushed  down  to  see  about  him  and  when 
I  got  there  the  ambulance  had  just  arrived.  Who  was  driving  the  ambulance 
but  Esther  McKissic?  She  was  chief  ambulance  driver  of  Mercy  hospital 
and  said  she  liked  her  position  fine.  Some  one  said  he  was  president  of  the 
First  National  Bank.  I  asked  what  his  name  was  and  they  said  it  was  Fred- 
erick Schreiber ! 

"A  tall  slender  woman  dressed  in  the  uniform  of  the  Washington  Women's 
Police  force  came  up  and  told  the  truck  driver  to  report  at  court.  She  took  his 
name  and  the  number  of  his  car  and  as  she  turned  away  I  recognized  Claudine 
Kunkel." 

A.  "Really!  That  bashful  girl!  Why.  1  never  dreamed  she  would 
have  enough  " '  nerve ' '  to  arrest  a  fiy. ' '

"And  lloiiic  ('aiiic  'I'ed."'  a  ('oiuedy  of  mysteiw,  in  thi'ee  acts,  was  given  by 
Ihc  Senior  ('lass  of  Ifll!)  at  tli(>  (irand  Opera  House,  both  afternoon  and  evening 
on  February  27.  liH!!.  The  play  was  under  the  dii-eetion  of  Miss  Wilda  Phillips, 
history  and  di'aintics  instructor  in  the  IJIutfton  High  School,  and  i\Irs.  P]rnia 
Smith  Kiniinej,  of  M.-irion.  Indiana.     The  |>Iay  was  a  great  success. 

'file  act -on  of  the  conu'dy  occnis  at  the  Rip  \'an  Winkle  Inn  in  the  Catskill 
Mountains  and  the  plot  lias  to  do  with  a  struggle  for  the  legal  pos.session  of  the 
l)ro|)erly  between  .Mojlie  .Maeklin.  the  |)lu(d<y  little  housekeeper,  and  one  Ira 
Stone,  an  unscimpulous  physician,  who  hojx's  to  turn  the  Inn  into  a  sanitarium. 
Young  'l\"d  (iilmore,  accoi'ding  to  the  terms  of  ins  grandfather's  will,  must  as- 
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surae  the  management  of  the  property  within  one  week  after  tlie  reading  of 
the  will,  or  the  Inn  will  be  sold  at  public  auction. 

The  first  act  of  the  play  takes  place  on  Ted's  last  day  of  grace  and  Mollie 
is  in  despair  because  he  has  failed  to  come  home  in  time.  The  lawyer  is  ready 
to  turn  the  property  over  to  Ted,  the  Inn  is  full  of  guests,  the  unscrupulous  doc- 
tor is  anxiously  waiting  to  see  whether  or  not  Ted  comes  homes,  and  Mollie 
and  Skeet  Kelly,  the  hotel  clerk,  are  eagerly  waiting  for  the  train.  It  comes, 
but  Ted  does  not  arrive.  Finally,  as  a  last  desperate  chance  to  save  the  prop- 
erty, Mollie  and  Skeet  pursuade  a  young  civil  engineer  to  impersonate  the 
missing  Ted.  The  plan  seems  to  be  working  out  well,  the  doctor  gives  up  hope 
of  turning  the  Inn  into  a  sanitarium,  and  all  is  going  well,  when  the  lawyer 
announces  that  he  is  personally  acquainted  with  Ted.  ]\Iollie  and  Skeet,  hav- 
ing already  introduced  the  bogiis  Ted,  are  at  their  wits'  ends  to  know  what  to 
do,  when  th«  lawyer  mysteriously  disappears  and  the  engineer  is  formally  pre- 
sented as  the  young  heir. 

Complications  come  fast  and  fuiious  in  Act  11,  for  the  real  Ted  has  been 
the  boyhood  lover  of  a  comedy  old  maid  and  she  is  anxiously  awaiting  his  re- 
turn. The  engineer  is  kept  busy  tiying  to  escape  from  the  spinster  and  at 
the  same  time  trying  to  further  his  own  heart  interest  in  Diana  Garwood,  a 
guest  at  the  Inn.  Ted  comes  home,  bringing  his  young  bride  Elsie  with  him, 
but  the  resourceful  Mollie  hides  them  in  the  basement.  The  plot  is  further 
complicated  by  a  mysterious  widow  from  Honolulu,  who  plays  the  ukulele  and 
sings  "Farewell  to  Thee,"  to  any  man  available.  She  is  on  the  trail  of  Ted 
and  intends  to  sue  him  for  a  breach  of  promise,  basing  her  suit  upon  a  series 
of  letters  he  has  written  to  her.  She  puts  her  letters  in  the  hotel  safe  for  the 
night,  and  all  the  guests  retire  after  being  entertained  by  a  dance  by  Aunt 
Jubilee,  the  negro  cook,  and  spending  a  pleasant  evening  in  dancing  in  the 
dining  room.  A  mysterious  burglar  enters,  steals  the  letters  from  the  safe, 
and  escapes. 

The  third  act  takes  place  on  the  morning  after  the  robbery.  Slowly  bit 
by  bit,  the  many  mysteries  of  the  play  are  solved.  A  mysterious,  deaf  old 
farmer  appears,  who  turns  out  to  be  the  lawyer,  and  burglar  in  disguise.  lie 
was  once  the  husband  of  the  Lady  from  Honolulu  but  now  seeks  divorce  on  the 
grounds  that  his  wife  corresponded  with  another  man.  The  Lady  fi'oiii 
Honolulu  unexpectedly  turns  up  in  the  disguise  of  the  negro  cook.  Ted.  the 
newlywed,  turns  out  to  be  only  a  mere  guest,  Frederick  Carpenter,  called  Ted 
by  his  wife,  for  short.  The  unexpected  arrival  of  Elsie's  father.  Seiiatoi- 
]M 'Corkle,  brings  the  situation  to  a  climax  Avhen  he  is  at  a  loss  to  know  who  is 
his  son-in-law.  The  civil  engineer  ])roves  to  be  the  real  Ted.  wlio  iuis  signed 
the  papers  and  taken  possession  of  the  Inn,  \ud<nown  to  Mollie  and  Skeet.  The 
doctor  at  last  meets  his  downfall  when  he  learns  that  tlu-  person  whom  he 
thought  was  the  bogus  Ted  is  the  real  Ted.  .Mollie  and  Skeet  find  the  road  to 
hap])iness  together,  and  the  play  comes  to  a  happy  close  witii  nine  "•Kalis'" 
for  the  SENIORS. 

An  excellent  specialty  numbei-  was  given  between  the  Hist  and  second  acts 
by  Fredei-ick  Schreiber  and  Wilbur  Wright,  dressed  as  "eoons"'  in  black  tights 
with  crimson  skirts.  They  sang  a  parody  on  "Black  and  Crimson"  about  tiie 
Cast,  and  also  "cracked"  some  vcm-v  good  jokes. 
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Deane  Reynolds  made  a  very  successful  business  manager,  and  handled 
the  money  in  a  true  "business-like"  way.  The  stage  managers,  Eugene  Grimes, 
Donn  Dougherty,  and  Robert  Eaton  showed  their  ability  in  making  the  stage 
look  like  a  real  hotel  office. 

The  receipts  were  the  largest  ever  cleared  by  a  Senior  Class  or  by  the  entire 
High  School ;  almost  $300.00  was  realized. 


These  persons  are  responsible  for  the  most  successful 
high  school  play  in  the  history  of  our  school. 
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OUR  GYM. 


Before  the  building  of  our  present  gym,  the  old  church  building  on  Wcibnsh 
avenue  had  been  the  only  place  available  for  a  basketball  hall.  It  was,  liow- 
ever,  a  very  disagreeable  place,  being  unequipped,  cold,  and  a  long  distance 
from  the  schoolhouse. 

The  Senior  Class  of  1913,  with  Joseph  Dailey  and  Kenneth  Kui^kel  as 
chief  boosters,  determined  to  start  a  fund  for  a  new  gymnasium.  According- 
ly, the  Senior  Class  of  1918  gave  two  plays,  "Mr.  Bob"  and  "  Esmei'elda  ",  tlu' 
retiirns  from  which  were  deposited  in  the  bank  as  a  luicleus  for  the  gymitnsiuni 
fund. 

Their  example  has  been  followed  by  all  the  succeeding  classes.  The  pro- 
ceeds of  the  Senior  class  plays  have  either  been  given  directly  to  tlic  gymnasiniii 
fund  or  else  have  been  used  for  ecpiipment  foi'  the  g.vui. 

Three  different  times  money  has  been  raised  by  county  fairs,  wliich  were 
held  at  the  high  school  and  central  biuldings.  Each  class  gave  some  special 
entertainment  and  also  took  part  in  the  selling  of  candy  and  other  refi-eshmcnts. 

Several  very  successful  plays  given  by  the  high  school  students  have  added 
considerably  to  this  fund.  The  play  the  'Captain  of  Plymoulir"  and  1lir  niu- 
sieal  comedy  "The  Drum  Major,"  both  met  with  splendid  ticket  sales. 

In  1915  the  Christian  church,  at  the  corner  of  Cherry  and  Moi'gaii  Streets 
was  offered  for  sale.  It  appealed  to  the  students  as  a  suitable  |)lace,  l)eing  lo- 
cated only  a  scpiare  from  the  school  building.  A  committee,  with  Ilillaid 
Walmer  as  chairman,  was  appointed  to  consult  the  business  men  of  the  city. 
With  their  approval,  the  church  was  bought  for  Jf!9( )().(''(».  They  (-(uisidered  that 
the  church  could  be  used  temporarily  as  a  baskctt)all  hall  until  enoimli  money 
could  be  secured  to  furthei'  the  l)>iilding  of  a  jx-rmaneiit  gymnasium. 

At  two  different  times  tiu'  district  basketball  tournnmenis  were  held  iiei'e. 
The  money  cleared  was  also  (le|)Osited  to  the  credit  of  this  fund.  The  I*ai-en1- 
Teacher  Club  also  helped  to  increase  this  liind  by  giving  a  very  splendid  en- 
tei'tainmeiit. 
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The  class  of  1916  donated  enough  money  to  buy  lockers  for  the  boys,  and 
the  1917  class  donated  money  for  the  glass  back-stops  which  have  been  in- 
stalled. 

This  summer  it  was  decided  that  there  was  enough  money  on  hand  to  re- 
build the  old  gym.  George  Tribolet  was  chosen  as  president,  F.  G.  Thompson 
as  secretary,  and  W.  W.  "Weisell  as  treasurer  of  the  Athletic  Association.  As 
it  was  necessary  to  have  a  new  heating  plant  for  the  Central  school,  the  old 
furnace  was  installed  in  the  new  gymnasium.  New  seating  arrangements  were 
made,  more  than  doubling  the  seating  capacity.  Shower  baths  were  installed, 
dressing  rooms  made  for  both  girls  and  boys,  and  a  new  hardwood  floor  put 
in  the  basketball  hall.  Bluffton  now  has  a  gymnasium  of  which  she  may  well 
be  proud.  We  also  feel  deeply  grateful  to  all  those  who  responded  so  loyally 
in  contributing  to  the  gymnasium  fund. 

The  high  school  booth  of  1919  was  a  booming  success,  the  net  proceeds 
being  over  $400.00.  On  November  11,  1918,  a  Minstrel  Show  was  given  at  the 
new  gym,  by  the  high  school  students.  On  March  15,  1919  a  very  interesting 
pageant  was  presented  by  the  pupils  of  the  department  of  the  Central  school. 
The  returns  from  both  these  entertainments  were  given  to  the  athletic  fund. 

The  proceeds  of  the  Senior  class  play  of  '19,  to  the  amount  of  $200.00,  were 
used  to  finish  the  payment  on  the  gymnasium.  The  class  of  '13  started  the 
new  gym  and  the  class  of  '19  finished  it.

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THE  COMET 


The  idea  of  having  a  school  paper  was  first  originated  last  summer  by 
several  Senior  boys.  They  believed  that  the  high  school  should  have  some  way 
to  set  its  ideals  and  purposes  before  the  public,  first  hand,  and  not  by  that 
which  is  "heard  said."

Having  come  to  these  conclusions,  as  soon  as  the  school  term  began  they 
laid  the  matter  of  a  paper  before  Miss  Karns  and  submitted  to  her  any  plans 
which  they  had  formulated  during  the  summer.  She  at  once  approved  of  the 
idea,  for  she  saw  the  purpose  underlying  it  and  the  good  results  which  could 
be  obtained  by  the  publication  of  this  paper. 

Then  class  meetings  were  held  by  the  various  classes  and  a  member  from 
each  class  was  selected  as  a  representative  of  the  class  for  the  paper.  Those 
chosen  were  :  Senior — John  Moynihan,  Junior — Ray  Hurd,  Sophomore — Joe 
Huffman,  Freshman — Marcy  Gettle.  In  a  comparatively  short  time  a  meeting 
was  held  and  the  staff  for  the  paper  was  appointed.

The  pa|)er  lias  lieei:  ji  success  frtnu  a  linancial  standpoint,  for  from  three 
huniired  and  (ifty  to  five  huudi'cd  copies  of  eaeli  luuuhei'  of  "The  Comet"  have 
been  .sold  each  time  it  has  been  placed  on  sale.  At  pi-es(Mit  tliei'e  is  about  •1?')0.00 
in  the  treasui'v,  so  it  has  been  a  success  from  this  standpoint.

MILITARY    THAI  XING 

HIGH  SCHOOL  VOLUNTEERS  OK  THE  UNITED  STATES 

NAT  1  ON  AL    HI  STORY 

Abought  eight  years  ago,  Lieut.  E.  Z.  Steever  of  the  legiihii'  army,  de- 
tailed to  the  National  Guard  of  Cheyenne,  Wyoming,  (levelo])ed  a  system  of 
military  training  for  high  school  students.  '1  his  system  of  ti-aining  eailed 
the  "Steever  nietliod,"  was  introduced  into  the  high  sciiools  of  Clieyeniie. 
'I  he  success  of  this  plan  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  elements  of  military  drill 
and  i)hysical  training  were  taught  by  the  competitive  idea.  Kre(|uent  com- 
pel itions  or  contests  were  held  to  determine  the  company  standing  each  week. 
The  effect  of  this  tiaining  was  seen  to  straighten  the  body,  iiiii>rove  the  mind, 
and  generally  build  up  the  physical  condition  of  each  student. 

Other  schools  adopted  the  plan  and  the  foundei-  of  the  movement,  now 
(apt.  Steever,  was  detailed  by  the  government  to  take  charge  of  the  work. 
Regiments  of  High  School  Volunteers  were  organized  in  (  hicago,  Washing- 
ton, D.  (,".,  Kansas  (  ity,  Denvei',  Detroit.  St.  Louis,  and  Cheyenne. 

The  organization  was  given  great  publicity  by  '•  Evei'yi)ody  "s  .Mairaziiii'. " 
anil  a  national  head(|uarters  was  established  in  New  York.  In  tlu-  spring  of 
If^n?  a  training  of  two  weeks  was  given  at  Culver  .Military  Academy  for  the 
purpose  of  training  cadet  otificers.  This  camp  was  so  successful  that  the  fol- 
lowing summer  a  series  of  similar  camps  was  held  at  Lake  (ieneva.  Wisconsin. 
These  camps  have  furnished  a  great  ninid)er  of  cadet  olTlcers  for  high  school 
companies  all  ovei'  the  country.     The  wai'  dei)artment    has  recognized   the  or- 
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ganization  as  a  great  help  in  solving  our  problem  of  national  defense  and  has 
furnished  schools  adopting  the  same  with  full  equipment. 

THE  H.  S.  V.  U.  S.  IX  THE  BLUPFTON  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  first  interest  shown  by  B.  H.  S.  in  military  training  was  in  the  spi-ing 
of  1917.  With  the  consent  of  Supt.  Allen  eight  boys  attended  the  High  School 
Volunteers  training  camp  at  Culver  Military  Academy.  These  boys  were  as 
follows:  Fred  Ashbaueher,  John  ]\loynihan,  Deane  Reynolds,  Wilbert  Reyn- 
olds, Donald  Spake,  David  Studebaker,  Wm.  Thoma,  and  James  Todd.  Upon 
their  return  to  school  these  boys  were  very  enthusiastic  about  military  training 
and  when  school  started  in  the  fail,  a  company  of  cadets  was  organized  and 
drill  was  held  after  school  hours.  This  plan  was  not  very  successful,  as  many 
boys  worked  after  school  and  could  not  attend  regularly. 

Superintendent  Allen  desired  to  have  military  training  in  tlie  high  scliool 
so  he  made  plans  to  include  military  training  in  the  curriculum  for  tlie  next 
school  year.  In  order  to  furnish  officers  for  the  high  school  cadet  corps,  ]\Ir. 
F.  (i.  Thompson,  instructor  of  military  training,  attended  the  Instructors'  Camp 
for  Higli  School  Cadets  at  Lake  Geneva,  Wisconsin.  He  was  accompanied  by 
the  following  students  who  desired  to  pr'epare  for  cadet  officers:  Fred  Ash- 
baueher, Deane  Reynolds,  Wilbert  Reyirolds,  Donald  Spake,  William  Thoma, 
and  James  Todd. 

With  the  opening  of  school  irr  1918  every  boy,  who  was  physically  fit,  was 
re(|uired  to  take  military  trairrirrg.  The  system  of  the  H.  S.  V.  U.  S.  was 
adopted  and  the  cadets  were  divided  into  two  companies  of  fifty  cadets  each. 
An  examination  for  company  commissioned  officers  was  held  in  a  day  or  so, 
open  to  all  boys  of  the  Senior  class.  The  following  officers  were  chosen :

The  Company  Leaders  were  put  in  full  charge  of  theii'  coiiipanics  and, 
under  the  supervisiorr  of  Major  Thompson,  great  ju'ogress  was  nuidi'  in  close 
order  infantry  drill.

After  two  weeks  of  hard  drill  the  companies  wei'c  considei-ed  to  he  in   (it 
shape  for  a  competitive  drill  on  LilxM-ty  Guard   Day  nf  flic  Street   Fair.       .\l 
though  the  High  School  Cadets  were  iu)t  perniilli'd  to  enter  ilie  hilierly  (Juard 
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drill  they  competed  with  each  other  for  prizes  of  $9.00  and  $6.00  respectively 
for  winner  and  loser.  The  drill  was  judged  by  regular  army  officers.  Com- 
pany A  won  with  a  score  of  90%.  Company  B  scored  89%.  Adjutant-General 
Smith,  who  viewed  the  drill,  said  that  the  cadets  would  easily  have  taken  first 
prize  if  they  had  been  entered  in  the  Liberty  Guard  competition.  This  was 
a  fine  compliment  indeed,  as  the  cadets  had  drilled  only  two  weeks  previous  to 
the  competition. 

The  drill  of  the  cadets  for  the  rest  of  the  year  was  lightened  now  and  then 
by  competitive  drills,  games,  athletic  contests,  and  calisthenic  drill.  In  the 
competitive  drills  Company  A  won  second  and  Company  B  first.  Company  B 
took  the  lead  in  deportment  grades,  winning  the  best  company  averages  for 
all  three  periods.  In  athletics  Company  A  again  took  the  lead,  winning  every 
one  of  the  five  basketball  games  that  were  played.  These  games  were  all  won 
by  large  scores,  except  one,  which  was  an  ovrtime  game,  being  finally  won  by 
Company  A  with  a  score  of  23-21.  The  Tiig-of-War  contests  were  a  draw,  each 
company  winning  one  event.  The  Snake  Skinning  Contests  were  won  by  Com- 
pany B,  score  2-1.  The  Centipede  Race  was  also  won  by  B.  Rifles,  to  equip  the 
cadets,  have  been  ordered  from  the  war  department  and  upon  their  arrival  it 
is  planned  to  take  up  field  exercises,  rifle  drills,  and  trench  warfare.  The 
companies  have  made  great  progress  this  year  and  the  school  authorities  are 
well  pleased  with  the  success  of  the  training.  The  work  is  to  be  continued 
next  year.  Five  periods  a  week  are  to  be  devoted  to  military  training,  physical 
training  and  gymnastics.  B.  H.  S.  can  well  be  proud  of  its  war  record  and  its 
part  in  training  students  in  the  principles  of  Better  Citizenship  and  fitting  them 
for  the  defense  of  their  country.

76  points  out  of  a  possible  90.  The  meet  was  for  the  county  championship  and 
the  contestants  were  Bluffton,  Petroleum,  Liberty  Center,  and  Ossian  High 
Schools.    Petroleum  was  second  with  a  total  of  14  points. 

Huffman  was  individual  champion  with  13  points,  while  Taylor,  of  Petro- 
leum, was  a  close  second  with  10.

AVhen  the  final  step  was  taken  on  April  6,  1917,  which  placed  the  United 
States  on  the  side  of  civilization  and  democracy,  every  one  realized  that  sneh  a 
thing  could  not  be  gained  without  some  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  the  people  of 
the  United  States. 

Within  less  than  a  month  the  boys  began  to  leave.  Then,  mothers  and 
sisters  and  sweethearts  came  to  know  the  real  meaning  of  that  word — sacrifice. 

Then,  too,  Bluffton  High  School  began  to  be  doubly  proud  cf  her  alumni. 
She  had  always  been  proud  of  them  anyway,  but  when  they  stepped  out  singly 
and  in  groups  to  do  their  parts  in  this  world  crisis,  she  grew  prouder  and 
prouder  all  the  time. 

Why  should  not  she  be  proud  of  them?  She  knew  her  boys  well,  and 
knew  that  whatever  they  did,  they  Avould  do  with  all  the  might  and  main  witli 
which  they  were  gifted.  When  the  war  ended,  a  sei'vice  flag  holding  two  hun- 
dred and  eighteen  stars  hung  in  the  assembly  room  of  the  school  building,  rej)- 
resenting  the  best  of  the  young  blood  of  the  town  and  county. 

One  golden  stay  was  there,  too,  honoring  an  alumnus  who  gave  the  greatest 
gift  possible  to  his  country,  his  own  life. 

B.  II.  S.  cannot  tell  all  of  the  alumni  how  mucli  theii'  school  api)reeiates 
their  loyalty  and  manliness  and  can  only  say  to  the  brave  boys  returning: 

WELCOME  HOME. 

B.  H.  S.  furnished  two  Red  Cross  Nurses,  during  the  world  crisis,  of  which 
she  is  very  proud.     They  are  Bessie  Greek  (1905),  and  Ethel  Harsh  (1908). 

Captain  John  Swaim,  though  not  an  alumnus  of  B.  H.  S.,  did  teach  school 
in  the  Central  building  for  many  years,  so  we  think  he  should  be  mentio'.u'd 
here.  He  was  so  anxious  to  do  his  bit,  that  in  spite  of  his  having  a  family,  he 
enlisted  in  the  infantry  and  after  receiving  his  commission  as  a  lieutenant  at 
an  officers'  training  camp,  was  sent  to  Fort  Riley,  Kansas.  Fi'om  there  lie 
went  to  France,  where  his  bravery  in  action  won  him  his  captaincy  and  whoe 
he  was  severely  gassed.  He  will  recover,  howevei',  arid  ex])ects  to  soon  be  liDine 
again. 

Robert  Nash  (1915),  Brooks  :\Ioore(  1914),  Joy  Trautnuiu  (l!n:!i,  Coiup^ 
ton  Rider  (1915),  Paul  Moomaw  (1917),  and  Walter  ,Mai'(|uet,  aiv  still  in 
France. 

Frederick  Huffman  and  Raymond  Meyei's  left  the  class  of  191S  in  their 
senior  year  to  fight  for  their  country. 

Donald  Sark,  Harry  Sti'ow  and  Compton  Rider  left  the  same  class  in  llicir 
junior  year  to  do  their  bit. 

The  class  of  1920  had  one  menibci'  leave  its  raid<s  to  juin  the  ai-iii,\-.  Tliat 
boy  was  Ernest  Whitituin. 

Buren  Powel  (1913),  Cloid  Ratliff  {19l:i).  Arch  Davis  (1917!,  Donald  i'ui-- 
sley  (1915),  Charles  Neuenschwander  (li)14),  Ralph  Troutman  (1908).  Frank 
Park  (1911),  and  Iloyt  Ilartnian  (l!)ll2),  wwv  never  foitunale  enuutrh  to  get 
to  France. 

Emmett  Stout  (1912),  Harold  Saner  (1907),  Paul  Saner  (PMOi.  Clen  Wal- 
mer    (1912),   Robert    Sweeny    (l!)l;n,    ;m(l    llei-nian    N'anzant    ilHK;      are    still 
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in  France. 

May  2,  1917  twenty  of  the  town's  finest  yovmg  men  enlisted  in  the  coast 
artillery.  Out  of  that  group  of  twenty,  ten  of  them  were  alumni  of  the  B.  II.  S., 
and  two  of  them  were  still  in  school  at  the  time  of  their  enlistment.  Those 
boys  were  Fred  Nusbaumer  (1911),  Fred  Humphery  (1916),  James  Stogdill 
(1915),  Ward  Merriman  (1913),  Paul  Markley  (1915),  Henry  Edris  (1916), 
Earl  Moomaw  (1915),  George  McAfee,  (1916),  Gerald  Moon  (1914),  Noah  Mil- 
ler (1915),  and  Donald  Sark  and  Harry  Strow,  who  would  have  graduated  with 
the  class  of  1918.  All  but  one  of  them  were  fortunate  enough  to  get  to  France, 
and  we  are  happy  to  say  that  oiit  of  the  eleven  who  did  get  there,  none  of  them 
were  wounded. 

Field  Dailey  (1912)  spent  six  months  in  active  service.  He  was  also  very 
forunte  in  coming  out  uninjured. 

R.  A.  Rothermal  (1908)  enlisted  in  the  French  army  in  1915,  and  undoubt- 
edly saw  more  active  service  than  any  other  alumnus  of  B.  H.  S.  He  first 
served  in  an  Ambulance  Corps  and  later  was  transferred  to  the  aviation  de- 
partment. He  surely  has  left  a  record  that  any  man  might  be  justly  proud  of, 
and  B.  II.  S.  thinks  he  is  among  the  bravest  of  the  brave. 

Raymond  Brickley  was  the  first  Wells  County  boy  to  give  his  life  that 
liberty  might  live.  He  enlisted  August  29,  1917,  in  the  Field  Artillery  and  was 
in  a  training  camp  in  this  country  until  the  first  of  December.  About  the 
middle  of  that  month  he  arrived  in  England,  and  in  a  short  time  went  into 
France,  where  he  contracted  pneumonia,  which  proved  fatal. 

His  life  was  given  for  a  most  noble  cause,  and  while  we  mourn,  we  can- 
not iielp  but  feel  justly  proud  of  our  red-blooded  American  boys,  who  are  will- 
ing to  die  for  an  ideal. 

John  Brinneman  (1905),  Paul  Cook  (1909),  Raymond  Fitzpatriek  (1914), 
;ni(l  William  Kellogg  were  sent  to  France  some  time  ago  and  have  not  returned 
yet.     Billie  is  in  Germany  now. 

Roger  Swaim  (1915)  took  naval  training  at  the  Great  Lakes  Training 
Station  during  tiie  war,  but  at  the  close  of  the  war  his  studies  at  Purdue  uni- 
vei'sity  were  resumed. 

Frederick  Sale  (1909)  was  commissioned  a  lieutenant  at  the  Officers'  Tra'n- 
ing  Scliool  at  Foi't  Benjamin  Ilari'isou.  From  there  he  went  to  Fort  Dodge 
and  fi'oiii  thei'c  lie  was  sent  to  France. 

Worley  McCleod  (1915),  Earl  Lounsbury  (1911),  and  John  H.  Walmer 
(lf)07),  were  "across"  but  ai'e  home  now. 

George  I'.eehT  (1915),  Roy  l>>il)erstine  (1917),  Wayne  Cook  (19i;-i),  Charles 
IMeredilli  (l!)i:n,  Klroy  Slieldon  (1915)  and  George  Smith  (1912)  were  among 
tile  unlucky  men  who  Avei-e  held  in  this  countrv  during  the  whole  war.
